ANNOUNCEMENT

been made of a new kind of arti­ 
ficial eye. 
This new artificial eye was de­ 
reloped by Fritz Cardon, Conrad 
Noel!, Dr. R. W. Bennett and Dr. 
R. I. Jackson, of the American 
Optical Company. 
It is unique in two featuies new 
in commercially made eyes. 
Made of Plastic 
First, it is made entirely of non­ 
irritating plastic material and, 
second, its iris is reproduced by 
a photographic print implanted in 
the eye which gives it a more life­ 
like appearance. 
It reproduces the human eye in 
color which resists fading, does 
not react to the corrosive action 
of eye socket secretion or to 
changes in temperature and is un­ 
breakable. It reflects less light, 
therefore is leas glassy in appear­ 
ance. It can be left in place 
through the night with complete 
comfort, which helps to maintain 
the shape of the eye socket. 
The new eyes can be produced in 
quantity, as after manufacture 
they can be reshaped to fit the in­ 
dividual eye socket by grinding. 
They will be obtainable from stock 
supplies or can be made to order. 
Civilian Supplies Limited 
For the present, it is said, civil­ 
ian supplies may be limited, as 
military requirement* must be 
met first. 
The use of the artificial eye goes 
back to very ancient times. The 
Egyptians, Arabians and early 
Greeks wore them. 
Ambroise 
Fare, the 
famous 
French surgeon of the 16th Cen­ 
tury was the first to write a de­ 
scription of the artificial eyes of 
his day, which he illustrated with 
drawings that resembled she shell 
eyes of today.
